{preamble. 


We,  the  Students  of  the  Lancaster  County  Normal 
School,  being  fully  sensible  of  the  advantages  resulting  from 
united  effort,  do  declare  ourselves  a  Society  for  mutual  improve¬ 
ment  in  Elocution ,  Composition  and  Debate,  and  for  enlarging 
our  fund  of  general  information .  In  the  pursuit  of  these  ob¬ 
jects  we  desire  to  exhibit  a  due  consideration  for  the  opinions 
and  feeling  of  others  ;  to  maintain  a  perfect  command  of  temper 
in  all  our  intercourse ;  to  seek  for  Truth  in  all  our  exercises,  and 
do  establish  for  our  regulation  and  government  the  following 
Constitution  and  By-Laws. 


Constitution 


ARTICLE  I. 


This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Page 
Literary  Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
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Vice  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Editor,  a  male  and 
a  female  Librarian  and  a  Committee  or  Curators,  to  consist 
of  three  persons. 

ARTICLE  III. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  over  all 
meetings  of  the  Society,  and  enforce  a  strict  adherence  to  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws.  He  shall  announce  all  business, 
receive  and  submit  all  proper  motions,  petitions,  reports  and 
communications  ;  call  all  special  meetings,  appoint  all  commit¬ 
tees,  unless  otherwise  ordered  ;  announce  the  result  of  all  votes 
of  the  Society  ;  decide  promptly  all  questions  of  order,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  his  office  may  require.  He  shall 
make  no  motion  or  amendment,  nor  vote  on  any  question  un¬ 
less  the  members  be  equally  divided. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  all  the  duties  of  that  officer 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice  President. 

ARTICLE  V. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct  ac¬ 
count  of  the  members  in  attendance  ;  to  preserve  a  faithful 
record  of  the  doings  of  the  Society  ;  to  read  all  papers  handed 
to  him  by  the  President  for  that  purpose  ;  to  record  all  re¬ 
ports  ;  to  call  and  record  the  yeas  and  nays  whenever  they  are 
required,  and  to  attend  to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  be  held  responsible  for  all 
monies  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  dispose  of  the  same  only 
at  its  order.  He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts  and  ex¬ 
penditures,  and  record  and  collect  all  dues  of  the  Society.  At 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  he  shall  also  make  a  writ¬ 
ten  report  of  the  condition  of  the  finances,  and  pay  to  his  suc¬ 
cessor  all  the  funds  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Editor  to  edit  a  weekly  periodi¬ 
cal,  which  shall  be  called  the  “Yankee  Blade;”  wherein  he 
shall  insert  all  communications  received  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
excluding  such  as  contain  improper  remarks,  or  are  otherwise 
unworthy  of  publication.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the 
Editor  to  read  this  peiodical  at  each  regular  meeting,  and  place 
each  number  on  file  to  be  preserved  as  the  property  of  the 
Society. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Sec.  1st.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarians  to  keep 
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the  keys  of  the  Library;  preserve  its  books,  manuscripts  and 
stationary ;  to  be  in  the  Library  at  such  hours  as  the  rules 
direct,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Society  may  order,  for 
the  purpose  of  delivering  and  receiving  books ;  and  to  keep 
an  account  of  all  books  delivered  and  returned. 

Sec.  2nd.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarians  to  keep  a 
Catalogue  of  all  the  books  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  ;  to  record  the  names  of  the  benefactors  of  the  Society, 
together  with  the  amount  of  their  donations  ;  to  report  to  the 
Society  all  members  with-holding  a  book  or  books  longer  than 
the  lawful  time  or  in  any  way  damaging  the  same  ;  and  to  hand 
the  amount  of  the  fines  and  money  received  for  the  use  of  books 
to  the  Treasurer.  At  the  close  of  their  term  of  office  they 
shall  report  to  the  Society  the  condition  of  the  Library,  and 
the  books  added  during  the  term. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Sec.  1st.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Cura¬ 
tors  to  report  all  questions  for  debate,  and  also  other  questions 
of  a  Scientific  or  Literary  character,  which  they  shall  refer  to 
different  members  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  2nd.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Curators  shall 
be  the  Censor  at  each  regular  meeting,  and,  acting  in  this 
capacity  shall  criticise  whatever  he  may  deem  improper  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Society,  whether  such  impropriety  be  com¬ 
mitted  by  the  Officers  or  the  members.  He  shall  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  speak  on  any  question  before  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Sec.  1st.  Each  Officer  shall  hold  his  or  her  office  for  four 
regular  meetings  ;  and  elections  for  officers  shall  be  held  at  the 
last  regular  meeting  in  each  term.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occur- 
ing  in  any  office,  the  Society  shall  go  into  an  immediate  election 
to  fill  the  same,  and  the  officer  elect  shall  take  his  seat  immedi¬ 
ately  after  such  election. 

Sec.  2nd.  All  elections  shall  be  made  by  ballot,  and  each 
officer’s  election  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast,  except  the  Committee  of  Curators,  whose  election  shall 
be  determined  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit:  Of  those  nomi¬ 
nated  for  Chairman  of  that  Committee,  the  person  who  shall 
receive  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected 
to  that  office,  and  those  two  who  shall  receive  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  the  other  members  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  3rd.  Xo  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  this 
Society,  until  he  shall  have  been  a  member  one  month. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

Sec.  1st.  Any  person  connected  with  this  Institution  who  is 
not  a  member  of  any  other  Literary  Society  connected  there¬ 
with,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  signing  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  paying  to  the  Treasurar  an 
initiation  fee  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Sec.  2nd.  Persons  whose  talents  and  reputation  may  add  to 
the  respectability  of  the  Society,  may  be  elected  Honorary 
Members. 

Sec.  3rd.  The  Faculty  of  this  Institution  shall  be  ex-officio 
Honorary  Members  of  this  Society. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Sec.  1st.  Xo  member  of  this  Society  shall  hold  two  offices 
at  the  same  time. 

Sec.  2nd.  Xo  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  same  office  twice 
in  succession. 

Sec.  3rd.  Xo  Honorary  Members,  except  the  Faculty  of  this 
Institution,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  of  the  Society,  nor 
have  the  privilege  of  voting  ;  but  they  shall  have  the  privilege 
in  common  with  other  members  of  delivering  their  sentiments 
on  any  question  before  the  Society  :  they  shall  also  have  the 
use  of  the  Library  free  of  charge. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Sec.  1st.  The  property  of  this  Society  shall  be  considered  as 
belonging  to  it  as  a  body  only,  and  if  any  member  be  suspended, 
dismissed  or  expelled,  his  right  to  any  portion  of  the  common 
property  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Society. 

Sec.  2nd.  If  any  member  by  virtue  of  his  office  have  any¬ 
thing  belonging  to  the  Society,  in  his  possession,  he  shall  de¬ 
liver  the  same  to  the  person  elected  to  succeed  him. 

ARTICLE  XYI. 

Xo  addition  or  amendment  can  be  made  to  this  Constitution 
or  to  the  By-Laws  hereunto  annexed,  neither  can  any  part  of 
either  be  repealed  without  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  any  regular  meeting ;  and  every  proposi¬ 
tion  for  such  change  shall  be  handed  to  the  President  in  writ¬ 
ing,  who  shall  publish  the  same  to  the  Society  at  least  one  week 
before  action  can  be  taken  thereon. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  shall  hold  its  regular  meetings  on  Friday  eve¬ 
ning  of  each  week ;  the  hour  of  meeting  during  the  Winter 
term  of  this  School,  shall  be  I  o’clock,  P.  M.,  and  H  o’clock 
P.  M.,  during  the  Summer  term. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Ten  members  at  any  meeting  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum  to  do  any  business  except  to  adjourn. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Committee  of  Curators  shall  report  at  least  two  ques¬ 
tions  for  debate,  one  of  which  the  society  shall  adopt  for  dis¬ 
cussion,  and  such  question  must  always  be  adopted  one  week 
previous  to  its  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IT. 

After  a  question  shall  have  been  adopted  for  debate,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Curators  shall  appoint  four 
disputants — two  on  the  Affirmative  and  two  on  the  Negative  of 
the  question,  each  of  which  disputants  shall  choose  an  assist¬ 
ant  : — the  person  appointed  first  on  the  Affirmative  shall  have 
the  first  choice  of  speakers,  and  then  the  first  on  the  Negative 
shall  choose,  and  thus  alternately  until  each  disputant  shall 
have  chosen  an  assistant. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

Sec.  1st.  The  Committee  of  Curators,  at  each  regular  meet¬ 
ing,  shall  report  four  questions  of  Scientific  or  Literary  charac¬ 
ter,  which  they  shall  refer  to  as  many  different  members  to  be 
answered  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  2nd.  A  question,  after  it  shall  have  been  answered  by  j 
the  individual  to  whom  it  was  referred,  shall  be  before  the  mem¬ 
bers  for  further  discussion. 

ARTICLE  YI. 

Sec.  1st.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  ten  minutes  at 
a  time  on  any  question  before  the  Society. 
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Sec.  2nd.  The  discussion  of  a  question  in  debate  shall  be 
confined  to  a  single  speech  from  each  of  the  appointed  and 
chosen  speakers,  until  all  such  present  shall  have  spoken  ;  and 
no  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  question,  except 
by  permission  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

At  the  close  of  the  discussion  the  President  shall  give  a  de¬ 
cision  according  to  the  weight  of  argument  advanced. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office  to  deliver  an  Inagural  Address. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  order  of  business  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows: — 

1st.  Call  to  order. 

2nd.  Calling  the  roll. 

3rd.  Reading  of  minutes  of  previous  meeting. 

4th.  Election  of  Honorary  Members. 

5th.  Miscellaneous  business,  consisting  of — 

1st.  Election  of  Officers. 

2nd.  Report  of  Special  Committees. 

3rd.  Report  of  Secretary. 

4th.  Report  of  Treasurer. 

Oth.  Report  of  Librarian. 

6th.  &e.,  &c.,  &c. 

6th.  Presidents  Inaugural  Address. 

7th.  Report  of  Committee  of  Curators. 

8th.  Adoption  of  question. 

9th.  Disputants  choose  Assistants. 

10th.  Answering  referred  questions. 

11th.  Debating. 

12th.  Decision  of  the  chair. 

13th.  Reading  of  the  “Yankee  Blade.” 

14th.  Curators  remarks. 

15th.  Adjournment. 

ARTICLE  X. 

An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  President  can  in  all  cases 
be  made,  if  made  immediately  after  such  decision  : — a  two-third 
vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  sustain  the 
appeal. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

All  reports  and  resolutions  must  be  presented  in  writing. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

A  motion  for  a  previous  question  must  be  seconded  by  two 
members  before  it  can  be  voted  upon.  . 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

If  any  member  of  this  Society  be  expelled  from  the  Lan¬ 
caster  County  Normal  School,  he  shall  forfeit  his  certificate  of 
membership. 

ARTICLE  XIY. 

Sec.  1st.  No  person  shall  be  expelled  from  this  Society  ex¬ 
cept  by  a  two-third  vote. 

Sec.  2nd.  If  any  withdraw  or  be  expelled  from  this  Society, 
he  shall  forfeit  his  certificate  of  membership. 

ARTICLE  XY.  j 

In  all  points  of  order,  for  which  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  do  not  especially  provide,  this  Society  shall  be  governed 
by  a  Manuel  entitled  “Mathias’  Rules  or  Order.” 

ARTICLE  XYI. 

Any  article  in  the  foregoing  By-Laws  may  be  suspended  for 
a  single  evening,  to  change  the  regular  order  of  business  or  to 
postpone  the  performance  of  the  regular  duties  of  the  Society 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.
